Five years after he shot and 
killed Earl Bolin, a gangster who 
was alleged to have criminally at- 
tacked a girl, James F. Wissler, 
father of the girl, today began serv- 
ing a 9-month jail sentence at Clay- 
ton for manslaughter.

Seven months later police re- 
ceived an anonymous letter. in 
which it was asserted Bolin had 
been shot because of an attack on 
a 12-year-old daughter of Wissler, 
who then was conducting the Tes- 
son Family Club at Tesson road and 
Musick avenue, St. Louls County. 

Wissler, arrested, told authorities 
that after his daughter had com- 
plained of an attack by Bolin, he 
(Wissler) picked up a revolver and 
approached Bolin, who was stand- 
ing by an automobile outside the 
roadhouse, with a crank in his 
hand as if he was about to strike 
Wissier. Wissler opened fire. Bo- 
lin fell to the ground. Wissler then 
ordered two companions of Bolin 
to take the body away, and they 
took it to the place where it was 
found, 

Tried before a jury at Clayton 
in May, 1923, Wissler was convicted 
of manslaughter and sentenced to 
nine months’ imprisonment in ‘the 
county jail. Wissler did not tes- 
tify, but his daughter testified that 
Bolin had criminally attacked her 
and authorities testified that Wiss- 
ler had confessed shooting Bolin. 

Wissler appealed, and was re- 
leased on bond. The Missouri Su- 
preme Court on June 11 affirmed 
the conviction, and yesterday a

ROANOKE ISLAND, N. C., Aug. 
18.—Belief that the United States 
is leading the world into a new era 
and a better way of life that ulti- 
mately will bring a “great spiritual 
rebirth,” and thereby wuniversaj 
peace, was expressed today by Sir 
Esme Howard, British Ambassador. 
He was a speaker at the anniver- 
sary of the birthday of Virginia 
Dare, first white child born im the 


American colony. 

The material development of this 
country was set aside by Sir Esme 
as ‘a secondary matter.” “What lI 
specially rejoice in here,” he said, 
“is rather the bellef that this coun- 


ter way of life.” 

America’s great contribution to 
progress is its humane policy in in- 
dustry, in the opinion of Sir Esme. 

‘‘Numbers of your leaders in 
public life. and in industry seem to 
have realized before those in other 
countries that the health and hap- 
piness of the men and women who 
work in your factories, in your 
mines, in your great stores, are as 
necessary to the well-being and to 
the successful prosecution of a busi- 
ness as any other part of it. 

Gospel of High Wages, | 

“You have learned the gospel of 
high wages, as it has been called, 
and you have applied it and showed 
the world that it works. 

“The new message that I think 
America of today is giving the 
world is that the lives of men are 
more than mere goods, and that 
peace and contentment are more 
than wealth. Of this latter, there 
is such abundance in this country 
in many quarters that it has be- 
come for many of its possessors a 
cheap and secondary possession, 

“Therefore, I look forward to 
seeing America spread the gospel 
of this new learning in political 
economy over the world and s0 
usher in an era of well-being, peace 
and content such. as neither the 
‘extreme doctrines of the Manches- 
ter school, on the one side, nor 
ithose of Karl Marx, on the other, 
;could possibly bring about.” 

Earlier in his address Sir Esme 
had said that Walter Raleigh was 
“the first of our (England’s) great 
empire builders, as Cecil Rhodes 
was probably the last.” 

He took issue with the opinions 
set forth by a bishop, whom he did 
not name, in an article published 
‘recently in the Church School 
‘Journal, wherein the bishop stated 
that “in some ways the life of Cecil 
‘Rhodes is one of the most sordid 
thuman biographies on _  record.”’ 
| Attacks Nordic Theory.

Attorney Cites the Law. 
Former State Senator W. C. Ir- 
win of Jefferson City, attorney for 
Father Fugel, filed formal sugges- 
tion in Supreme Court yesterday, 
in support of the application. He 
pointed out that the State law pro- 
vides that proposed constitutional 
amendments and initiative prop- 
ositions to be submitted in a gen- 
eral election, shall be published for 
four consecutive weeks in advance 
of the election, in one newspaper 
in each county. Selection of the 
newspapers is entirely in the hands 
of ghe Secretary of State. 

The law provides that the rate 
paid by the State for such publica- 
tions shall not exceed $1 for a 
square of 250 ems (about one col- 
umn wide and an inch deep) for 
the first insertion, and 50 cents for 
each subsequent insertion. / 

The lawvrequres that the public 
official .procuring the publication 
of any s cuhababinee: order or no- 
tice, or question to be submitted to 
the people “shall accept the most 
advantageous terms that can be ob- 
tained,” not to exceed the maxi- 
mum State rate. e 

Irwin In his suggestions says 
these legal provisions make it the 
duty of the Secretary of State to 
make the awards to the lowest and 
best bidders. 

' “We do not undertake to control 
his judgment in the exerctse of the 
discretion, where the discretion 
actually is exercised,’ the sugges- 
tions state, “but to wholly disre~ 
gard the letter and spirit of the 
statute is an evil calling for cor- 
rection at the hands of the Court, 
and which we seek to remegy.” 


Says Price Was Excessive. 
Irwin stated that publication of 


the amendments in 1922 cost the 
State $2082 in each county and in 
19°4 cost $1359 a county. In 1922 
a largé printing company serving 
small newspapers furnished a print- 
ed supplements of the amendments 
at a cost of $145 for each 1000 of 
circulation, complete for the re- 
quired number of insertions, he 
said, and in 1924 this company fur- 
nished the supplements at $125 a 
thousand circulation, complete for 
all insertions. 

“Hence, a country newspaper 
with a curculation of 1000 could 
buy the printed insert and make a 
profit of $1937 on the 1922 con- 
tract,” Irwin stated, “‘and in 1924 
its profit would have been $1234. 
In many instances the profit to the 
newspaper was greater than the 
entire value of the plant owned by 
the newspaper holding the contract. 


The same printing company in 


the 


19922 offered to sell the newspapers 


‘plates of the amendments for $65, 
Irwin stated, climinating the cost 
of typesetting. In 1924 the plates 
were offered for $28.50, he said. 
The newspepers could buy the 
plates and’ jo their own printing, 
if they desired.

| The occasion of the address was 
‘the unveiling of a monument here 
‘to Commodore Thomas Macdon- 
|'ough, who led American naval 
'forces on the Great Lakes in the 
war of 1812. . 

| Kellogg's review of American 
|policy at Geneva was _ presented 
‘after a stay of several days at the 
summer White House at Paul 
Smiths, in conference with Presi- 
dent Coolidge. He declared the 
time to be opportune to summar- 
pe what the American delegation 
at Geneva had been trying to ac- 
complish. He began this summary 
by saying that the United States 
had “no selfish interests to serve” 
at Geneva. 

Regional Agreements. 

“We have advocated the desir- 
ability of starting with regional 
agreements which would strike at 
the root of the problem by remov- 
ing from a nation the fear of ag- 
gression from its immediate neigh- 
bors,”” he _ said. “By progressing 
from modest beginnings we are 
more likely to go forward than if 
all nations wait until some univer- 
sally applicable scheme (of arms 
reduction) is formulated. 

“It seems almost an impossible 
task to draw up any plan which 
would be acceptable to all nations. 
Nor is this essential to progress. 

“It is difficult to see the relation 
of the land armaments of the Far 
East to those of Western Europe or 
of such armaments in Europe to 


ment, will result from these dis- 
cussions.” 

The Secretary referred to the in- 
dicated desire of “certain of the 
Powers at Geneva” to lump land, 
sea and air armaments together as 
“an inseparable whole,” on the the- 
ory that reduction in any one 
branch must be contingent upon re- 
ductions in the other two. While 
the United States recognized “a cer- 
tain interdependence” of this kind 
in some cases, he said, it felt that 
“every effort should be made to 
simplify and not to complicate” 
the limitation problem, and be- 
lieved the success of the Washing- 
ton conference was due to the fact 
that it had “selected and attacked 
concrete problems and worked out 
an agreement which is entirely 
practical.”’ 

‘‘We believe that it will eventual- 
ly be found that naval armaments 
should form the subject of agree- 
ments between the naval Powers 
principally interested,"’ he added, 

U. S. Delegation to Stay. 
In denying all published sugges- 


tions that the American delegation 


might withdraw from Geneva, Kel- 
logg declared that it would remain 
‘as long as there is any prospect 
of accomplishing anything toward 
the great object of the Mmitation 
and reduction of armaments.’’ 
There has been divergence of views 
on intricate questions at Geneva, 
he said, citing the fact that cer- 
tain powers appeared to favor bus- 
ing a scale of armaments for limi- 
tation purposes on. economic re- 
sources of a country, on the ground 
that the possession of such re- 
sources would justify the reduction 
of peace time armaments of a state. 
Such a theory, he said, might de- 
prive the United States of any army 
and navy at all because of its great 
natural resources. 

“I believe that the only wractic1! 
basig for the reduction or limita- 
tionfof armaments is through ‘1¢11- 
ing with military forces and vis'ble 
tangible armaments,” said phe. 
“What possible criterion can we 
find if we undertake to base a limi- 
tation of armament agreement upon 
the economic resources of every 
country in the world.”

The American Army is so small, 
Kellogg said, that it never had 
been a deterrent to other Powers 
on either side of the world who 
‘desired to reduce or limit their own 
forces. Because of this, he added, 
American interest was less imme- 
diate in the land armaments ques- 
tion, although American participa- 
tion in limitation of naval arma- 
ments was more direct. 

‘Here (in naval armaments) it 
is obvious that regional agreements 
cannot be so effectively employed,” 
he continued. ‘“‘It is rather the task 
of the principal naval Powers of 
the world to take the lead in the

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BE A FRIEND OF THE FORESTS. | 
Missourians are justly proud of their Ozark Moun- | 
tain region, with its forest growth. Without the trees. 
it is needless to say that the glory and usefulness of 
the Ozarks would be gone. | 
But, asks the national lumbermen’s organization, ' 
with the picturesque name of the Concatenated Order | 
of Hoo-Hoo, “How long will the Ozarks last at this | 
rate?” following with the statement that in 1924 Mis- | 
souri had 2215 forest fires; 2152 of them were man- | 
made, 1167 were incendiary, brush-burning caused | 
815, neglected campfires caused 207, careless smok- 
ers caused 171, railroads caused 91, lightning caused 
63, lumbering caused 29, miscellaneous causes, 172; 
411,861 acres were burned over; $362,150 damage was 
done. 

The lumbermen make a special dppeal to campers, 
hunters, fishermen, motorists or “just plain lovers 
of the outdoors” to pledge themselves to be friends 
of the forests, and to do everything possible to pre 
vent their destruction, especially by fires. But the 
appeal must also be made to the people most interest- 
ed, who live in the Ozark regions, and who too often 
fire the woods to get rid of leaves and provide a 
meager pasturage, although this robs the soil of fer- 
tility and destroys multitudes of young trees. In 
the end, it creates bare hills, almost unfit for any sort 
of growth and unable to protect the rainfall—one of 
the principal benefits of wooded regions. 

The next State Legislature should see to it that 
the new office of State Forester is adequately fi- 
nanced with a sufficient appropriation to enable the 
department to protect and improve the State's for- 
ests. This important public duty should not be left 
to individual or corporate effort. It is time that Mis- 
souri herself should become a friend of the forests. 
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THE TRIAL OF MINOR TRAFFIC OFFENSES. 


Nearly every city in the United States has an 
expeditious way of handling the trial of minor traf- 
fic violations. St. Louis has not. Cases of parking 
without lights, parking in restricted areas, etc., are | 
assigned to the regular police court docket. In near-| 
ly every case of this kind the plea is guilty and a | 
small uniform fine is assessed. Because of the na- 
ture of the offense and the purely formal character 
of the proceeding, these cases should be handled 
separately.

DEVELOPING MISSOURI RIVER 
Bids for Aerial Survey to Yankton, 
S. D., Soon to Be Opened.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 18.— 
Bids for an aerial survey of the 
Missouri River from St. Louis to 
Yankton, S. D., approximately 900 
miles, will be opened Aug. 24, by 
Maj.

CHINESE NATIONAL ARMY 


IN RETREAT FROM HWAILAI 


Tear Up Railroad to Prevent Pur- 
suit; Many Russians Among 
Their Dead. 

By the Associated Press. 
PEKIN, Aug. 18.—The Kuomin- 


chun, national armies of the Cov- 


ernment, overthrown last April, are 
in full retreat to their base at Kal- 
gan, 116 miles northwest of Pekin. 
Forced from Nankow Pass after 
heavy bombardment, in which both 
sides are believed to have suffered 
heavy losses, they ylelded the town 
of Hwailai, north of the pass, to 
the allied forces of Marshals Wu 
Pei-Fu and Chang Tso-Lin without 
resistance, 

Falling back toward Kalgan, 70 
miles from Hwailai, the national 
armies are tearing up the railroad 
tracks to check pursuit. Some- 
where along’the northern side of 
the loop of the great wall of China, 
of which Kalgan is a gateway to- 
ward Mongolia, they may make 
their stand. 6 

Foreign military observers de- 
scribed the defensive works at the 
entrance of Nankow Pass as dem- 
onstrating the highest technical 
skill. Trenches were protected by 
electrically charged wires and with 
entanglements to withstand the 
fiercest assault. The allies used 
high explosives probably for the 
first time in the Chinese warfare. 
These proved the undoing of the 
Kuominchu. The hillsides were 
torn and pitted with shell holes. 

Among the Kuominchun dead 
were a number of Russians.

A third suit in equity was filed 
in Federal Court by more than 100 
musicians, actors, waitresses and 
maids who were employed in a Ger- 
man commercial exhibit that went 
into bankruptcy. The. plaintiffs, 
most of whom are German nation- 
als and brought to this country to 
lend “Atmosphere” to the exhibit, 
say that when the concern where 
they were employed failed, they 
were left to shift for themselves 
with back pay owing them. ‘They 
further say that they were permit- 
ted to enter this country only on 
condition that they were not to be 
employed except at the exposition.
